International Conference on Scientific Information 


A progress report of the Programme Committee of 
ICSI was circulated with F57-100. The Conference will 
be he!d at the Mzyi'ower Hotel in Washington D.C. from 
November 16-21, 1958. The emphasis ofthe Conference 
is on various aspects of research throughout the wor'd, 
in progress or needed to improve systems for storing 
and retrieving scientific information. 

Pepers in one of the 7 areas (see Inf. FID 1957 no. 2 
and 19) will be accepted for consideration up to Fe- 
bruary 3, 1958. They will be reviewed by referees and 
accepted by the Programme Committee during the 
spring, edited and printed during the summer, and put 
in the hands of participants well in advance of the Con- 
ference date. 


MEETINGS HELD 


Advisory Committee for Documentation 

The third meeting of the International Advisory Com- 
mittee for Documentation and Terminology in Pure and 
pales Science was held in Paris from September 23 to 

0, 1957, 

The Committee recommended further action by the 
Secretariat to stimulate distribution and adoption of the 
principles contained in the ,,Guide for the preparation 
and publication of synopses’ (copies available from Dr. 
Holmstrom, Department of Natural Sciences, Unesco, 
19 Avenue Kléber, Paris 16, France). The Committee 


also recommended to urge that abstracting and indexing 
services should indicate the principles on which they 
select material for notice, to encourage them in extending 
their coverage of patent literature and unpublished re- 
ports, to hasten international standardization in the 
formats of puched cards and slotted cards, to study the 
hindrances to convey documentation across national 
frontiers, and to award contracts for certain studies on 
classification. The Committee also decided to constitute 
a working group for the study of language barriers as 
hindrance to communcation. 

FID was represented at the meeting by Dr. A. King, 
President of FID. (from: Unesco Monthly Bull.

Cybernetics 


The International Association of Cybernetics, created 
at the First International Cybernetics Congress in Namur 
(Belgium) in June 1956, organized on December 13 and 
14, 1957, two International Days of Information on the 
Economic and Social Implications of Automation. 

The Association which has as its aim to ensure a 
permanent organized liaison between the investigators 
who pursue work relating to the various branches con- 
nected with cybernetics counts its members in 31 
countries. It devotes itself to promoting the develop- 
ment of the science of cybernetics and its technical ap- 
plications, as well as the diffusion of the results ob- 
tained in that field. The Secretariat of the Association 
is at Namur, Belgium, 13 rue Basse-Marcelle.

DC 1€th edition 


The Dewey Decimal Classification Editorial Office 
has sent preliminary schedules for Edition 16 to more 
than 200 consultants and critics during the last 3 years 
and has received thousands of responses from them with 
suggestions and comments. The final preliminary sche- 
dule - that for 780 Music - was distributed on August 20 
with replies due by October 1. The editors are now hard 
at work adjusting preliminary schedules in accordance 
with comments received, and preparing the relative 
index.

A report of the Editor, Benjamin A. Custer, appeared 
in Library Resources and Technical Services Vol. 1 no. 4, 
Fall 1957, p. 165-179, and will also appear in the Wilson 
Library Bulletin. It is anticipated that the 16th edition 
will be on the market at the end of 1958. 


FID PUBLICATIONS 
Bibliography of standards on documentation _ 


The manuscript prepared by Mr. M. Schuchmann of 
the Deutscher Normenausschuss in Berlin was approved 
for publication at the Council meeting in Paris in Sep- 
tember 1957. The ,,Bibliography of standards on docu- 
mentation”, registered under FID publ. no. 303, will 
appear at the end of December 1957. The booklet, about 
80 pages, will cost approximately 10 Dutch guilders. 

The introduction, headings and index are in German, 
English and French, the titles of the standards are in the 
original language with German translations and fre- 
quently also with French and English translation. The 
standards are listed with number, date and title, first 
according to country, secondly according to subject 
covered. 


1957 Supplement to the Manual 


The fourth Supplement to the ,,Manual on Document 
Reproduction and Selection” will appear at the end of 
December 1957. Besides information on new-équipment 
- including the Micro-Master Camera fgr.copying on 105 
mm film, the Listomatic Camera for listing of card files 
on rollfilm, new inexpensive Dutch reading apparatus, 
and an American pocket size reader for opaque cards - 
and recent literature - including a comprehensive list 
given by Mr. Braband in the ,,Review of Documentation” 
1957 no. 4 on photocopyright - a new chapter, 754, has 
been added dealing with the Eastman Kodak ,,Minicard” 
which is still in development. An Index to new items in 
the Supplements 1955, 1956 and 1957 has been added.

Aslib intends to organize a more extensive programme 
of training courses in special subjects. One on acquisition, 
handling and exploitation of periodicals and one on ad- 
vanced classification and indexing have already been an- 
nounced. There is to be a repeat of the course on handling 
Soviet and East European material. 

Subjects of other courses planned or in preparation 
are: organization of science and technology, patents and 
patent law, work with technical reports, production of 
library and information department publications, good 
relations with users and presentation of information to 
management and administration, and mechanical in- 
formation retrieval.
